The ampu- 
ation is designed to keep the ma- 
ignancy from spreading through 
he bloodstream.

might die if the hand is not

moved. 
"She wasn't a child when she

stein is a man who plumbs the se- 
crets of the atom and the univer'e 
—and yet can't understand the in- 
come tax blank. 
It is a measure of the humility 


of the greatest living mathemati- 
cian that he cheerfully admitted in 
1944 hc had to call in a tax expert 
to help him figure how much he 
owes Uncle Sam. 
But money always has been
